3. The drawings filed on March 16, 2007 are accepted by the examiner. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a vehicular mirror head assembly 
for a vehicle comprising a housing member, said housing member being made of a plastic 
material and having a substantially solid rear portion and an open front portion, said open front 
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portion having a perimetral wall defining an opening; said housing member having a ledge 
member formed around said perimetral wall of said open front portion, said ledge member 
having a plurality of slotted apertures positioned around the perimeter of said open front portion; 
a lens member positioned in said opening, said lens member being made of a plastic material and 
having a size and shape substantially the same as said open front portion of said housing 
member, said lens member having a reflective surface thereon and having a plurality of tab 
members extending outwardly in the plane of the reflective surface from an edge thereof, said tab 
members positioned in and mated with said slotted apertures; and a gasket member, said gasket 
member made from an elastomeric material and positioned on said ledge member, as recited in 
claims 10 and 11.
